Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in conditipn for allowance because: Applicant's reply does not overcome the rejection 
of claims 1-18 and 21-25 under under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, scope of enablement and written description for a polypeptide 
encoded by a nucleic acid that specifically hybridizes under various stringent conditions (i.e., highly stringent, moderately stringent or very 
stringent) to SEQ ID NO:1, 2 or 4 and catalyzes C-0 bond formation in the claimed methods. 

In the amendment filed January 26, 2007, claims 1-18 and 21-25 have been amended. Applicants' response has been fully 
considered. Regarding the polypeptide comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:3 or 5; and a polypeptide encoded by a 
nucleic acid comprising the nucleotide sequence of SEQ ID NO:2, 4 or 1 in the claimed methods, the arguments are persuasive and the 
rejection is withdrawn. However, regarding a polypeptide encoded by a nucleic acid that specifically hybridizes under various stringent 
conditions (i.e., highly stringent, moderately stringent or very stringent) to SEQ ID NO:1 , 2 or 4 and catalyzes C-0 bond formation in the 
claimed methods, the argument is not persuasive because the specification has not disclosed a genus of variants for functional 
polypeptides encoded by a nucleic acid that specifically hybridizes under various stringent conditions (i.e., highly stringent, moderately 
stringent or very stringent) to SEQ ID NO:1 , 2 or 4; and there are no representative species indicated for these nucleotides. Furthermore, 
without indicating the washing condition for the hybridized nucleotides in the claims, it is not clear what nucleotides are obtained and what 
nucleotides encode a functional polypeptide. Therefore, the full scope of the claims are not enabled and adequately described, and the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph is maintained.
